spring, when she was In her savoens
teenth year, he induced her to leave
her home to sing and danca on His
stage Her father tonk legal steps to
foree hee to return home, but the man-
ager of the eafe chantant thwarted him
by hurrying her off with a traveling

company of music-hall performers (o
Helgrade, There she wins known ns
the “beautiful Hungarlan.” Ehe par-

ried her reputation to Sotim with her,
and In the Bulgarian capital soon haid
na many oflicers at her beek nnd call
as there were commissions in the gar- |
rison.  While singing in Philippopolie,
the gecond elty of Bulgaria In size and
triade, she met Captain Boitehet, She
1ell in love with him, left the stage to |
Hve with him, and, surprising as it may I

Beem, never wavered in her falthful-
ness to him through all the devipus |
conrges which he pursued up to the

hour of her death,

Anna Stmon lived with Boltcheff anad |
his mother, That Mrs, Boitcheff thus |
countenanced the rolations of her son |
and the singer does not seem to huve
exclted any comment In Phillppopolis,
nor do the Austrign eand Hunaarian
newspapers seom to think the ract mt
all noteworthy, However, Iloitohaff
vowed he would marry the girl. When
he vistted her parents at Budapest, he |
gave bhls word as n gentleman and |
offlcer that he woull make her s
wife ns soon as he should lie promotied |
and reeelve pay enough to ipport a
wife, By mareying her then, he ggsert-
ed with truth, he wanll emharrass him-
Felf financinlly so as 1o e e vond hope
of promotlon, Mrs. Tioltcheff, who
had learncd to love her son's miigtress, |
protested by letter her detormination
that he should kesp his pledes,

In 1865 the captain's mother died, In
the same year a shoe manufuc turey's
daughter moved to Phillppopalis as the
Wwife of the Dulgarian chlet of tele-
graphs.  She brought ber hushand a
dower of 100,000 francs, glven her by a
former “friend.” This tact, too, pm:?- 5§
without comment In the Austrian nnd
Hungarvian press, The wife of the ¢ hief
of telegraphs hated Anna Simon, who
had outranked her = Wwially in thelr nn-
tive clty, although bota had moved oo
caslonally In the sams circlo, 8Bhe had
a girl friend, daughter of Major Georgi
Pope, whom she doclded (n marry ta
Doitchef, to the discomfliure of the
Slimon girl, #he and her friends work-
ed upon his ambition and fealousy to
altenute his affections from his mis-
tress. Mrs, Holtcheff's death had robibed
Anna Simon of her only ally., She
unable to hold her agalust the
plotters. Bolicheft decided to get rid
of her, With the ald of two bhrother
officery, he hired the house in which she
was to e killed, and hired the assas-
#ins who were to kill her. He had ar-
ranged to malke Miss Pope his wife.

ASSASSINS IN WAITING.

Boltcheff had the assassins walting
in the hired house on the outskirts of
FPhilippopolis. He drove out to the
house with Miss Simon. As they np-
proached It his heart failod him. Her
devotion to him cauvsed him to repent,
and, ordering the driver to turn back,
he exclalmed:

"There, Anna, {8 the houge In which
You wera to be killed, but the murder-
ers will walt for us in vain, I love you
too0 much.”

He then promised her to get & divoree
from Major Pope's daughter soon after
marrying her, The marriage wos neo-
essary, he explained, to sceure his pro-
motion to a rank In which he could
support n wifa properly. Major Pope
was a4 puwer at court, and would obs
taln his son-in<law’s promotion qulckly
and easlly, Boon afterward Boltcheft
was married,

“T allowed him to be married,” Misa
Bimon wrote to her parents. “"Ho
promiged me that he would get a di-
voroe and then would marry me as
goon na he should be In a position to
support o family. His bride is not at
all pretty. In a year he will leave
her for me. My beloved swore to me
on the cruelflx; ‘You know, darling An-
na, that 1 love you alone and nevar will
desert you." Why, mother dear, should
I doubt the word of my beloved in any
respect

Bimon vislted her parents (n Budapest.
Boltcheff had not besm promoted; he
had wlmost forssken her: still she

must be near him, and after o short
sojourn at her home she started for

der, He simply drew 20,000 franes from
the bank, gave the noney tn Capy,
eitcheff, and tadd hym o use L In
having Anna Simon silenced forover.
Boltehel wont to Novelle, his friend,
who, ns prefect of polios, could not
anly murder, but supposititiously siop
any Investigation. He gave Novelle
15,0006 frencs for himaellf, and Novalle
congented to kil the girl, He wounid
pay his chief of detovtives 500 francs

I assl=t him. Boltchoft himsell coulld
lend a Fand, With only these theee In
the &ccret, the deed could be done

without fear of discovery.

THE MURDER.

The murder was planned to the last
revolting detnil. When Boltcheff drove

In o calr to meet Annn Simon by ape
poirtment on the ouskires of Philip-
popelis, Novelle sit beside him,. On the

box wa= the chief of dotectives, Boa-
dan, disgulsed as a cabman. Fnder the
geatl was a hempen rope made fast to
o lavge rock. Eoltehel was in the full
undrorm of the prince’'s household iIn-
fantry; Novelle, in the uniform of a
Dulgarian prefect of pollee, Both went
In this gala nttire to the glpughter In
order that they might not exclte the
girl's susplcions by anyihing resembhbe-
ling disgulse, The ecarriage stopped
where Miss Simon awaited it Haoft-
cheflr jumped out and embraced her,
nnd she began beseeching him to re-
turn to her. He told her to enter the
carringe and he would telk the matter
over, Bhe wenl., As soon A8 she saw
Novelle she bLecaime frightened, but
Eoltehet! closed the door, and the chief
of detectives whipped up the horees
At first the two officers quieted the girl
with trivin: eonversation, but as she
noticed that the coarriage rolled ever
further from the city, she aguin grew
apprehensive and she began 1o serenm.
Novelle promuptly threw her back in the
The cairiage
pasgsed threough Cglrpan, a suhurb of
Philippopolts, and stopped on the hanks
of the river Maritza, Just opposite thea
Island on which is Prince Ferdinand's
summer palace, The girl was dragged
out, Boltehet pushed a chloroformed
sponge under her nose, She tore It
nway and, with the strength of despair,
broke away from the three mucderers
She fled screaming roward Czirpan
The csaptaln the prefect of pollce, and
the chief of detectives pursusd hee half
n mile, caught her, threw ber to the
ground and bound her, and currled her
back to the gpot In view of the prines’s
palace. Theére the sponge Wi sntur-
ated agaln with chloroform and pushed
ngninst her face, Bound though she
was, the glr] struggled on. Then Nove-
tie and Hoadan forced her on her back
nnd held her fast until the sponge In
Boltehefi's hand had done its work.
The Lady wase stripped to prevent |den-
tincation., The rope was made fast
arond ber walst, The rick wie Knot-
tedd tightly te her back and the body
the

wae swung out by all thres into
Maritza's rapids Thera It lay until,
digturied by a flaherman's nets, It wiis

rolled gradosily inshore and drawn out
by a puety of pensants. The finding of

thoe Lody waeg reported 1o the polloe
Thete was no unscemly hukbub about
it. The police merely had the stone cut

looEs, the hody burled, and the recerd
of the day mads out 8o 4s 1o read that
an unidentified ghvl had been found In

UNRAVELLED,

The whaole affalr would have ended
with the palice reeord had it not been
for the tact that avout cight weeks
age Anna Blmon's  father celebrated
his hivthday., His daughter always had
sent hime o birthday present and a

letter, but this year neither came. The
parentsd wrote to the glrl's former »e
dresses In Sofin and Fhillppopons, “3'he
lettere came back addressed in o
French hand  to “S8imon Budapest.*
Recalling their davghter's fear for her

life, the Bimons wrote to the police
of the two clties: still no response
Then a French governess In Bofin, who
hod been friendly with Anpa Bimon
wrote to Budapest that the girl hnd
deappeared, adding “8he was seon
lngt with Bolteheff,” Al further of-

forta of the Simong to get Information
directly from Bulgavin wero fruitless,
Mr. Bimon then told hls story to the

Budapest polles, whn Iaid the case Lhe-
fore the ministry of the Interior.
In three days the imperinl govern-

ment in Vienna was get to work on tha
mystery, The Bofla goveriment
requested  turtly  to Investigate the
case, and, tw guarante: good falth,
twe Austrian detectives were sent to
Fhillypopolle to hurry anlong the Inves-
tigation. The course of thelr Investi-
gntion has been published in the brief
paragraphs already printed regarding
the murder, It led to the arvest nf
Boiteheff and Boadan, and the eonfes-
tlon of Boaden, the arrest of Novelle
and Pope, and the revelution of the
whale erlme ns narrated ahove,

At the examination In the ease made
by a Hudapest pollce magistrnte, which
I8 the last chapter written in this sorry
romuance, old Mr. Simon said bitterly:

“When Capt. Boitcheff vislied us In
Ludapest two years ago he told Anna's
mother nnd mys=elf: ‘I am a Bulgarian
officer and o man of honor. For yeara
1 have had the distinetlon of serving in
the limmedinte entourage of my prince
1 love your daughter and herewith glve
you my word of honor that T will marry
her; only 1 must first get my rank
Were 1 to do otherwisre, I would be a
scoundrel.' Such is the honor of a Rul.
garian oMcer in the immediate entour-
age of the prince,”

In a little Buropean land like Bul-
garis a vrefecl of pollce & almost as
fiear the crown s & genéral In the
army. He often gets his commands di.
ety from the crown, He always gets
them thus in Important cases, notdbly
where a foreign government Is inter-
esteld. In view of this fact, those who
remember the Btambuloff murder ave
pretty well qualified to understand how
near, even in this year of grace, a civil-
lzed European soverelgn can stand to
an assnasin In poltical as well as in
saoin) Mfo.

Some Recollections of & Noted Gotham
Murder of Other Days.

DRAMATIC  INCIDENTS  NARRATED

The Crime That Excited the City in

ningham, although nine<tenths of
newspaper readers belfeved in the guilt
of ench.

These wers
duly sworn to impartiality, and took
the first two geats In the Jury box and
there letened to the counsel examining
the juror slmply as to his ellgibility
and hias. Questions were confined to
thoee points and did not, as now, roam
over a juror's blography. Counsel on
ecach side addressed the triers accord-
ing to thelr professional views of ellg-
ibility: tonen the judge briefly charged
the triers and they decided.

“Tre cut was evidently made by [t,"”
anid the surgeon, “And he has taken
away hig miniature that he gave Hel-
en,” added Mre. Townsend.

Everyhody at once conecluded that
Frank Rivers was the murderer and
the watchman Immedlately set out to
arrest him. On reaching the lodgings
of Rivers, or ratheér Robingon, in Dey
gtreet, the watehman found him unde-
ninbly fast asleep.

GUILT ESTABLISHED,

Then followsd evidence about the
fence, whitewngh, cloak, and hatchet,
and the escape of the murderer by the
hack door. As thege links of evidence
wius forged in a clroumstantial chain
Robinson preserved the utmost equan-
Imity, and yet the atmosphere of the
court room sgeemed oppressive with the
gense of his gullt, This atmosphere,
however, cleared when Counsel Max-
well opened for the defense and fur-
nished the first surprise by declaring
that he would prove for the collent a
most complete allbl, Of this nothing
had previously been intimated, After
Iintroducting testimony tending to gshow
that Robingon had never owned such
a clonk as was found, the defence
called the kesper of a saloon on Church
street much frequented during even-
Ings by students of Columbia college,
which was then hard by in Park place,
nnd by young clerks.

During this
appeal Robinson broke down and wept.
At the clore of the speech there was o
storm of applause and even cheers
wera heard.

The summing up for the prosecution
wis painfully wanting In foreo and
persuasion,  Throughout the prosectus-
tion's address and the cold perfunctory
charge of Judge Kdwards, the schoes
of the Hofimen eloguence lingersd
These echoes went Into the Jury room
nnd In a very short time the jurors re-
turned with a verdiet of acquittal,

Aut later the suicide of Furlong, who
had pstablished the alibl, threw a
strord douht upon the verdict and sug-
pedtedi that remorse at perjury lmpelled
the d¥pd. Soon afterward the rush to-
ward Yexas set in, and Robinson jolned
the rims. There he married, be-
came § successful business man, rojsed
o famBly, and dled respected even by
nelghlfrs who knew of his past,
